United States Attorney Deborah R. Gilg, the United States Postal Inspection Service, and

the Omaha Police Department announce the following information for the attention of the media:

Event Triggering this Release:  
On December 10, 2009, Jared Mason, 23 years old and of Omaha, was sentenced by Honorable
Laurie Smith-Camp  to 141 months in prison following his conviction for robbing the United
States Post Office, (Florence Station Post Office), located at 2910 State Street, Omaha, NE.  

On April 20, 2009, the Florence Station Post Office was robbed by two men.  One of the robbers
was carrying a rifle and they demanded money from the employee on duty.  They took
approximately $300.00 from a register at the station and then fled the scene.  When the suspects
exited the post office they ran north through an alley and approached a van which was parked at
the Mormon Inn Motel.  A witness observed the men, still wearing masks, running and wrote
down the license plate number of the van and later gave it to police

Officers later located the van in the driveway of a residence on Northridge Drive.  A short time
later, three females emerged from the residence and told officers that Jared C Mason, a son of
one of the women, and Donnell D Smith had just entered the residence and they had a gun.  After
approximately 45 minutes and the threat of sending in a dog, both suspects emerged from the
house and were taken into custody by the Omaha Police Department.   Officers later recovered
clothing matching that worn by the robbers from the van.  Money was recovered from the
residence.
